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Queen dies at 96 after 70-yr. reign 


Tearful tributes:

Queen Elizabeth II, the longest- 
reigning monarch in British his- 
tory, whose dedication to royal 
tradition and stiff upper lip in the 
face of family scandals endeared 
her to generations around the 
world, died Thursday. She was 96. 

The queen passed away at Bal- 
moral Castle, her beloved summer 
residence in Scotland, where 
members of the royal family had 
rushed to be by her side after her 
health took a turn for the worse. 

“The Queen has died peace- 
fully,” the official @RoyalFamily 
Twitter account announced at 1:30 
p.m. New York time. 

Elizabeth’s 73-year-old _ son, 
Charles, was immediately named 
King Charles IT, and his wife be- 
came Queen Consort Camilla. 

“The death of my _ beloved 
Mother, Her Majesty, The Queen, 
is a moment of the greatest sad- 
ness for me and all members of 
my family,” Charles said in a writ- 
ten statement. 

“We mourn profoundly the pass- 
ing of a cherished Sovereign and a 
much-loved Mother. I know her 
loss will be deeply felt throughout 
the country, the Realms and the 
Commonwealth, and by countless 
people around the world.” 

Here’s how the news of the 
queen’s death unfolded: 

@ The queen’s four children — 
Charles, Anne, Andrew and Ed- 
ward, and grandson Prince Will- 
iam, were among those who made 
the frantic dash to Balmoral on 
Thursday after doctors issued a 
grave warning on _ Elizabeth’s 
heath. Prince Harry arrived in 
Scotland a few hours after the 
queen’s passing. 

@ Prince Harry’s wife, Meghan 
Markle, did not travel with her 
husband and instead stayed be- 
hind in London. Prince Williams’ 
wife, Kate Middleton, also didn’t 
join because it was the first day of 
school for the couple’s three chil-

dren — Prince George, 9, Princess 
Charlotte, 7, and Prince Louis, 4. 

@ Crowds of royal fans braved 
the rain and flocked to Bucking- 
ham Palace and Windsor Castle, 
the queen’s weekend home just 
outside London, to lay bouquets of 
flowers and pay tribute even be- 
fore news of her passing broke. 

@ The United Kingdom went 
into at state of mourning, with 
news organizations turning their 
websites black and news achors 
donning black ties. The nation’s 
new Prime Minister Liz Truss 
gave an address outside her resi- 
dence, 10 Downing Street, saying: 
“Queen Elizabeth II leaves a great 
legacy.” 

@ Preparations for Elizabeth’s 
funeral, expected to be on Sept. 19, 
began immediately, under a long- 
made plan called “Operation Lon- 
don Bridge.” 

m President Biden was among 
the slew of world leaders to offer 
their condolences. 

m Elizabeth had been suffering 
from what Buckingham Palace 


had called “episodic mobility 
problems” since the end of 2021, 
forcing her to withdraw from 
most of her public engagements. 


Hiring PM her final act 


The queen’s final official duty 
came just 48 hours before her 
death, when the visibly frail ruler 
met and appointed Britain’s new 
Prime Minister Liz Truss — the 
15th during her reign. 

“The death of Her Majesty the 
Queen is a huge shock to the na- 
tion and to the world,” Truss 
added in her address, before prais- 
ing the late monarch’s “devotion 
to duty” and calling her “the rock 
on which modern Britain was 
built.” 

Thousands of — supporters 
crowded outside Buckingham Pal- 
ace in the rain to pay their re- 
spects and drop off bouquets of 
flowers, while London’s iconic 
black taxis lined up in tribute on 
the roads leading to the palace. 

Close to the time her death was 


announced, a stunning double 
rainbow shone over the huge 
crowd outside the palace — with 
many convinced it was a sign from 
the queen and her late husband, 
Prince Philip, who died in April 
last year at 99. 

There was a stunned silence — 
quickly followed by tears — when 
the flag on top of the palace was 
lowered to half-staff and royal 
aides fixed a formal notice an- 
nouncing Elizabeth’s death to the 
front of the black iron gates. 

“She meant everything to me,” 
Londoner John Loughrey, 67, told 
The Post moments after the notice 
was posted. 

“We'll never have one like her,” 
he said. “To say I’m heartbroken is 
an understatement. I’m _ so 
shocked — I can’t believe this.” 

Raja Patel, from Essex, said he 
was “scared this would happen 
soon” — but it still left him “abso- 
lutely devastated.” He said there 
were “not enough flowers in the 
world for her. She was full of 
class.” 


Charles now king 


Rolling coverage of the queen’s 
death unfolded and the BBC, the 
national broadcaster, played the 
national anthem — “God Save the 
Queen,” which will soon change 
lyrics for the first time in 70 years 
to honor the new king. 

The Bank of England confirmed 
that bank notes featuring the por- 
trait of the late queen will remain 
legal tender — for now. 

In June, Elizabeth marked 70 
years as head of state with a four- 
day Platinum Jubilee celebration. 
Her mobility issues caused her to 
miss the National Service of 
Thanksgiving ceremony at the fes- 
tival, the palace said at the time. 


Presidents pay respects 


Meanwhile, tributes poured in 
Thursday from global leaders, 
with Biden and First Lady Jill 
Biden saying in statement that 
Elizabeth was “more than a mon- 
arch” and that “she defined an 
era.” 

Former President Barack Obama 
and his wife, Michelle, also re- 
called the queen fondly, saying 
they were “awed by her legacy of 
tireless, dignified public service.” 

While King Charles immedi- 
ately became head of the monar- 
chy in the wake of his mother’s 
death, his new role won’t be for- 
mally recognized by the British 
government until a day later. 

Royal officials said Charles and 
Camilla will stay at Balmoral be- 
fore returning to London on Fri- 
day, when he is expected to make 
a national address as the country 
enters an official mourning pe- 
riod. 

The address forms part of a me- 
ticulous funeral plan dubbed Op- 
eration London Bridge. 

Under the plan, the queen’s cof- 
fin will start its journey back to 
London by locomotive Sunday, 
after it will be laid out at her Scot- 
tish homes. It will be taken along a 
route to London that will allow 
well wishers to throw flowers at 
the passing train.

Grand procession 
across Britannia 


The death of Queen Elizabeth II 
Thursday kicked off a decades-old 
plan dubbed Operation London 
Bridge, which is meant to ensure a 
smooth transition for King Charles 
III and to make sure the queen’s 
funeral goes off without a hitch. 

The process — which will cul- 
minate in a grand funeral likely on 
Sept. 19 — was expected to begin 
with Elizabeth’s floral-wreath- 
adorned coffin being laid out in 
the ballroom of her Scottish cas- 
tle, Balmoral, where she died. The 
late monarch will remain there 
until Saturday, so her staff can 
have a chance to pay their re- 
spects, according to the Times of 
London. 

As part of Operation Unicorn — a 
subphase of the main plan that went 
into effect because Elizabeth died in 
Scotland — the queen will be then 
be brought to Edinburgh. There, her 
coffin will rest in the throne room 
of her Scottish palace, Holyrood- 
house. 

On Sunday, the coffin will be 
carried up the Royal Mile to St. 
Giles’ Cathedral for a reception, 
before it is put on board the Royal 
Train at Waverley station. 

Crowds of mourners are ex- 
pected to gather at stations along 
the journey down the east coast 
mainline to throw flowers at the 
beloved monarch’s locomotive. 


The exact timing of these events 
was unclear Thursday. 

The king is expected to come 
back to Scotland on Sunday, and he 
will be given the key to Edinburgh 
before joining the procession. 

Queen Elizabeth’s body will ar- 
rive at the throne room in Buck- 
ingham Palace sometime Tuesday 
— with an altar, the pall, the royal 
standard, and four Grenadier 
Guards standing watch. 

A procession through London 
will then take her coffin from 
Buckingham Palace on Wednes- 
day to the Palace of Westminster, 
with a service at Westminster 
Hall following its arrival. 

The queen will lie in state, with 
her coffin on a raised box in the 
middle of Westminster Hall, open 
to the public for 23 hours a day, if 
the plan detailed by Politico via a 
leaked memo still stands. 

Preparations for the funeral will 
finish up the day before Westmin- 
ster Abbey closes to the public 
the next day for the event. 

The official service is expected 
to begin around 11 a.m. and last un- 
til noon. The same day, her body 
will be brought to Windsor Castle 
for a committal service in St. Ge- 
orge’s Chapel, and the queen will 
be buried in the castle’s King Ge- 
orge VI Memorial Chapel.

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Seven decades of regality 
and tending to old empire

When then-Princess Elizabeth 
turned 21 in 1947, the future 
monarch vowed that her “whole 
life, whether it be short or long, 
will be devoted to your ser- 
vice.” 

She would go on to reign an 
unprecedented 70 years, ap- 
pointing 15 prime ministers and 
becoming a steadfast icon in 
Britain and beyond — all while 
enduring personal turmoil and 
family scandal in the public eye. 

Known for her colorful outfits 
and love for corgis, the queen 
will be best remembered for the 
great feat of simply keeping the 
institution of the monarchy alive 
and going strong into the 2lst 


century, experts said. “Through 
her life, she built on the mystique 
of monarchy all around the 
world,” British historian Robert 
Lacey told The Post. “When his- 
torians look back on her reign, 
that will be it... If you’d been a 
betting man, you’d have put your 
money on a republic.” 

The future queen was born 
Princess Elizabeth Alexandra 
Mary on April 21, 1926, in Lon- 
don to the then-Duke and 
Duchess of York. As the third in 
line for the throne — the daugh- 
ter of King George V’s second 
son — no one at the time ex- 
pected her to ever become 
queen. 

The lack of expectation in 
these early years allowed Eliza- 
beth — known as “Lilibet” to 


her family — to experience a 
measure of freedom before un- 
expectedly ascending up the 
royal rankings. 

Elizabeth’s uncle, Edward, was 
next in line for the throne upon 
the 1936 death of her grandfa- 
ther, but he abdicated within 
the year over his scandalous re- 
lationship with American divor- 
cée Wallis Simpson. 

It left Elizabeth’s dad, Prince 
Albert, to reluctantly assume 
the mantle as King George VI. 

Her shy father wept upon re- 
ceiving the news of his new 
role, but the stoic Elizabeth had 
already developed a strong 
sense of duty from a young age. 

“When our father became 
king, I said to her, ‘Does that 
mean you’re going to become

queen?’ She replied, ‘Yes. I 
suppose it does.’ She didn’t 
mention it again,” Princess 
Margaret once recalled. Still, 
she famously confessed to her 
riding teacher a few years later 
that in a different life she’d 
“like to be a lady, living in the 
country with lots of horses and 
dogs.” 

As Britain entered WWII in 
1939, Elizabeth fell for her fu- 
ture husband, Philip Mountbat- 
ten — a distant cousin born into 
the Greek and Danish royal 
families. In 1947, when Elizabeth 
was 21, the couple finally mar- 
ried at Westminster Abbey. 

But Philip proved to be a con- 
troversial choice due to his Ger- 
man heritage — some of his sis- 
ters had married men with Nazi 
ties, and were not invited to the 
wedding — fiery personality 


and, later, wandering eye. 


‘Master of her fate’ 


Less than a year later, Nov. 14, 
1948, Prince Charles, the heir to 
the throne, was born. They later 
welcomed three more children: 
Princess Anne, Prince Andrew 
and Prince Edward. 

Elizabeth was just 25 and ona 
trip to Kenya when she learned 
her father had died in his sleep 
on Feb. 6, 1952. Her private sec- 
retary, Martin Charteris, re- 
called finding the new queen at 
her desk looking “very com- 
posed, absolute master of her 
fate.” 

Her coronation took place at 
Westminster Abbey on June 2, 
1953, and the pomp and pag- 
eantry was broadcast on televi- 
sion for the first time. After-

ward, the newly crowned Queen 
Elizabeth and Prince Philip em- 
barked on a seven-month world 
tour, hitting 13 countries and 
traveling more than 40,000 
miles. It was the beginning of 
her globe-trotting ways — and 
her lifelong mission to keep the 
British Empire’s former colo- 
nies loyal and united under the 
banner of the Commonwealth 
after decolonization. As meas- 
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ure of her long reign, which be- 
gan in 1952, her first British 
prime minister was Winston 
Churchill and just before her 
death, Elizabeth gave the royal 
nod to Liz Truss. 

Among her many tours to the 
US was a 1976 trip to celebrate 
America’s 200th anniversary of 
independence from Britain. She 
ultimately rubbed shoulders 
with 13 US presidents, from Her-

bert Hoover through Joe Biden. 


Family scandals 


Despite her standing on the 
world stage, her home life was 
filled with turmoil. “Her chil- 
dren and grandchildren now are 
devoted to her, but the record of 
her children’s marriages are 
pretty disastrous,” Lacey said. 

Prince Andrew’s 1986 marriage 
to Sarah Ferguson quickly be- 
came tabloid fodder after photos 
surfaced of the duchess sun- 
bathing topless with her finan- 
cial adviser. 

But it was Prince Charles’ rocky 
marriage to Princess Diana in 
1981 that caused Elizabeth the 
most heartache. Rumors of infi- 
delities quickly shattered the 
fairy tale, and their marriage had 
spiraled to a sordid conclusion 
by the time they split in 1992. 
They divorced years later in 1996. 

The queen was reportedly dis- 
mayed by Diana’s free-spirited 
ways and lack of royal pretense 
— not to mention the fierce me- 
dia attention the glamorous 
daughter-in-law attracted. 

When Diana died in a 1997 car 
crash with boyfriend Dodi Fayed 
in Paris, the queen was criti- 


cized for not leaving Balmoral 
and calming the grief-stricken 
country as it mourned. 

She didn’t address the death 
until days later when she paid 
tribute to Diana as “an excep- 
tional and gifted human being.” 

Years later, royal watchers re- 
vealed the queen remained at 
Balmoral after Diana’s death to 
comfort Princes William and 
Harry, who were then 15 and 12. 

Elizabeth had to deal with yet 
another royal scandal in early 
2021 as grandson Prince Harry 
and his wife, Meghan Markle, gave 
a bombshell interview about their 
reasons for leaving the monarchy. 

The queen responded to the al- 
legations, saying “the whole fam- 
ily is saddened” and the “issues 
raised, particularly that of race, 
are concerning” and would be ad- 
dressed privately by the family. 

As the fallout from this contin- 
ued, Philip died in April 2021 at 
the age of 99. Then in January 
2022, Elizabeth stripped her son 
Andrew of his military and royal 
titles and patronages after he be- 
came embroiled in the sex scandal 
involving Jeffrey Epstein. 

Elizabeth is survived by her four 
children, eight grandchildren and 
nine great-grandchildren.

Tributes and condolences 
poured in from across the 
globe Thursday as world lead- 
ers joined the UK in mourning 
the death of Queen Elizabeth 
Il. 

President Biden ordered 
White House flags be lowered 
to half-staff in honor of the 
queen, who passed away 
Thursday at her Scottish estate. 

“The American people 
mourn today with people 
throughout the United King- 
dom and the Commonwealth,” 
he wrote in a condolences book 
at the British Embassy in 
Washington, DC, where he 
made a visit with First Lady Jill 
Biden Thursday night. 

“She was a great lady. We’re 
so delighted we got to meet 
her,” Biden told reporters. 

Canadian Prime Minister Jus- 
tin Trudeau added: “Today, a 
page has not only been turned, 
but a chapter in our shared his- 
tory has drawn to a close. I 
know Her Majesty’s service to 
Canada and Canadians will for- 
ever remain an important part 
of our country’s history.” 

French President Emmanuel 
Macron said: “Her Majesty 
Queen Elizabeth II embodied 
the British nation’s continuity 
and unity for over 70 years. I 
remember her as a friend of 
France, a kindhearted queen 
who has left a lasting impres- 
sion on her country and her 
century.” 

Former Presidents Barack 
Obama and Donald Trump 
also mourned the loss. 

“Melania and I will always 
cherish our time together with 
the queen, and never forget 
Her Majesty’s generous friend- 
ship, great wisdom and won- 
derful sense of humor. What a 
grand and beautiful lady she 
was — there was nobody like 
her!” Trump said. 

Said Obama: “Like so many, 
Michelle and I are grateful to 
have witnessed Her Majesty’s 
dedicated leadership, and we 
are awed by her legacy of tire- 
less, dignified public service.”

Young ascent 


It’s staggering to think that she 
was just shy of 26 when she inher- 
ited the crown, three years 
younger than my eldest son. 

So much pressure at such a 
young age, yet from the moment 
of her corona- 
tion, she led this 
country with a 
majesty way be- 
yond her years. 

Queen Eliza- 
beth was quite 
simply the fin- 
est, most dedicated servant Brit- 
ain’s ever had. 

A woman who devoted her life 
to duty, putting service to her 
country above all else. 

She was noble, dignified, hum- 
ble and intensely private. 

Uniquely for world leaders, she 
never gave a single real interview, 
preferring to let her actions and 
few public words speak for her, 
which they did so powerfully. 

She worked strictly to the sim- 
ple philosophy handed down 
from her mother, the queen 
mother: “Never complain, never 
explain, and speak rarely in pub- 
lic.” 

She never chased celebrity, in- 
stead it chased her. 

As the reaction to her death 
shows, she was the biggest star of 
them all. 

I had the honor of meeting the 
queen three times. She was small 
but robustly sturdy, always per- 
fectly groomed, and deployed that

famous fixed regal grin to cover 
myriad emotions. 

Beneath the benign, almost 
mumsy appearance lurked a for- 
midably sharp brain and a wasp- 
ish sense of humor. 

“Do you enjoy hosting your gar- 
den parties?” I once asked her at a 
Windsor Castle party thrown for 
British media figures in 2002 — as 
we looked out over the magnifi- 
cently tended green fields. 

“Well, Mr. Morgan,” she replied, 
“let me put it this way: How would 
YOU like 12,000 complete stran- 
gers trampling on YOUR lawn?”

Then we both fell about laugh- 
ing. 

I’ve got a photo of that moment, 
and it’s a treasured possession. 

The queen was always supre- 
mely calm, especially when every- 
one else was panicking. 

In fact, I only saw her rattled on 
one occasion, and that was in the 
dark difficult days after the death 
of Princess Diana in 1997. 

The royals decamped to Bal- 
moral in Scotland as the nation 
descended into grief, and Her 
Majesty was personally attacked 
for the first time anyone could re- 
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member for refusing to lower the 
flag at Buckingham Palace and for 
making no personal address to the 
nation. 

I spoke to one of her press 
chiefs at the time, and he said she 
was like the proverbial rabbit 
trapped in headlights — unable to 
rid herself of the rigid formality 
the royals had always been taught 
to practice in such times of crisis 
and personal grief. 

I remember writing the head- 
line on the Daily Mirror front 
page (I was the paper’s editor at 
the time): SPEAK TO US, MAAM, 


YOUR PEOPLE ARE SUFFER- 
ING. It may seem utterly imperti- 
nent now, but in the moment it ac- 
curately reflected the mood of the 
country. 

The next morning, the queen 
came back to London, lowered the 
flag and spoke to the nation with- 
out her famous tiara. 

“I speak as a grandmother,” she 
began, and then made one of the 
greatest and most perfectly 
pitched speeches I’ve ever heard 
— sincere, eloquent, moving, 
direct. 

The mood changed instantly, 


from anger to 
affection. 

And right there, I understood 
the primary purpose of the queen 
— to console, comfort, celebrate 
with, encourage and stabilize the 
people of Great Britain. 

And I also understood her bril- 
liant instincts when it came to 
getting the right message out to 
the public. 

She did it for 70 years and 
barely ever put a foot, or word, 
wrong. 

During the making of an official 
royal documentary about her life, 


respect and 


titled “Elizabeth R,” in 1992, she 
told the director: “One feels the 
buck stops here, so to speak. I had 
a letter this morning. It said: ‘I’ve 
been going round and round in 
circles, but you are the only per- 
son who can stop the circle’ I 
thought that was rather nice.” 

In the end, the buck did indeed 
stop with her. And she stopped a 
multitude of circles on a daily 
basis. 

An American journalist — she 
reigned for nearly a third of the 
United States’ entire history! — 
once asked me, “What is the 


POINT of the queen?” and it was 
a good question. 

She wasn’t an elected official 
and had no real executive powers 
like a US president. 

But each week she met with her 
prime minister, and the impor- 
tance of those private encounters, 
and her influence over those run- 
ning the country, cannot be over- 
stated. 

She had 15 prime ministers dur- 
ing her reign, and I’ve spoken to 
three of them — Margaret 
Thatcher, Tony Blair and Gordon 
Brown — about her. 

All attested to the queen’s ex- 
traordinary wisdom gleaned from 
meeting every leader for the last 
70 years, including 13 US presi- 
dents, and surveying every world 
crisis in that time. 

“There was no problem I en- 
countered that she hadn’t seen be- 
fore, in some form,” Blair told me. 
“T found that very comforting.” 

“She’s so intelligent,” agreed 
Brown, “and never hesitated to 
challenge me about something if 
she didn’t agree.” 

“T trusted her instincts better 
than almost anyone else’s,” said 
Thatcher. 

I did, too. 


Leaves a void behind 


The queen had a remarkable 
ability to instantly grasp the im- 
portance and seriousness of any 
problem, nationally or globally, 
and react accordingly.

The very last thing we need in 
these horrendous times is the loss 
of our rock, this diminutive but gi- 
gantic figurehead who made us all 
feel everything would be OK. 

But she would be the first to tell 
us to get a grip, dry our tears and 
get on with it, as she always did. 

For Queen Elizabeth II, the 
country she loved so much came 
first, middle and last. 

So, as we mourn this phenome- 
nal lady, let’s invoke her spirit. 

The only solace is that she is 
now reunited with her own rock, 
Prince Philip, and that with the 
Platinum Jubilee celebrations in 
the summer, we got the chance to 
show her how much she meant to 
us and to the world.

Before her death Thursday, 
the longest-serving monarch 
in royal history had declared 
it was her “sincere wish” that 
her once-controversial 
daughter-in-law “be known 
as Queen Consort.” 

The regal title is reserved 
for the wife of a reigning 
king and does not carry the 
power and importance of the 
reigning sovereign, all of 
which instead now goes to 
Camilla’s husband, the new 
King Charles, 73. 

It is a role that rests en- 
tirely on her being married 
to the king, meaning she will 
not take the throne if he dies 
before her. Still, a queen con- 
sort is “crowned with the 
King, in a similar but simpler 
ceremony,” the royal family 
noted.

being too politically intrusive. The 
constitutional monarch in Britain 
should remain above politics. The 
late queen was always there to 
counsel and console her prime 
ministers, but she would never 
have dreamed of lobbying them. 
Her eldest son has been known to 
take a different approach. 

In recent decades, we learned of 
his habit of sending personally 
handwritten letters to members of 
government giving them his views. 
Just recently, he criticized the UK 
government’s asylum policy. If it is 
an approach that is questionable 
from a prince, it is one that is 
unthinkable from a king. 

But then Charles is known to 
have strong views on many is- 
sues. Occasionally that has 
brought him praise. Sometimes 
people have recognized that, on 
certain issues — such as the 
environment — he has been 
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ahead of his time. 

Yet in no area of his life has 
Charles had more ups and downs 
as in his private life. Like all other 
members of the royal family, this 
has been obsessively pored over. 
But then there was much to see. 

He married Princess Diana in 
1981 before the eyes of the world. 
It looked like a fairy-tale mar- 
riage, but as everybody now 
knows, it turns out that the 
prince had not married his true 
love. That woman — Camilla 
Parker Bowles — would, as 
Diana put it, famously become 
the “third person” in their mar- 
riage. The separation in 1992 was 
bitter, and as Diana carefully 
leaked stories about her unhap- 
piness, public feeling started to 
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turn against Charles. 

When Diana died in a car crash 
in Paris in 1997, public feeling to- 
ward him could have turned 
nasty. 

But their sons — William and 
Harry — were the prince’s prior- 
ity and the public saw and re- 
spected that. It became clear how 
much their father cared for them 
and what a priority he made of 
them. 

By 2005, with his sons’ blessing, 
it became possible for him to 
finally marry the woman who 
will be titled “queen consort.” 
The British public’s feelings to- 
ward Camilla have also mellowed 
over time and she has come to be 
an accepted and even loved fix- 
ture in the royal family. 


With age, the prince has cer- 
tainly mellowed. And people 
have had an opportunity to re- 
spect the good he has already 
done for his nation. 

He has founded remarkable 
charities like the Prince’s Trust 
that has helped thousands of 
young people in all walks of life. 
He has been recognized for his 
tireless charitable work, and for 
his devotion to public service. 
That same devotion isn’t shared 
by all the royals. The disastrous 
careers of Prince Andrew and 
Prince Harry are the most recent 
proof of that. 


‘Slimming’ the royals 


Prince Harry did not make it 
to Balmoral in time to say 
goodbye to his grandmother 
Queen Elizabeth II Thursday 
before she died, The Post has 
learned. 

Like other members of the 
royal family, Harry rushed to 
the queen’s beloved Scottish 
estate as news of her rapidly 
declining health spread. But 
sources said he was too late. 

His wife Meghan Markle, 
who was already in the UK 
with Harry at their old home 
Frogmore Cottage in Windsor, 
did not travel with him. 

The Duke and Duchess of 
Sussex — who infamously quit 
the royal family in early 2020 


Charles is long said to have de- 
signs on “slimming down” the 
royal family with the possibility 
of no place in the front line of the 
monarchy for Andrew and Harry. 

At the leading edge of any “new 
look” royal family would be the 
new Prince and Princess of 
Wales, William and wife Kather- 
ine, who in recent years have 
taken on a more prominent role 
in British public life as they jug- 
gle royal duties with raising a 
busy brood of three children, 
George, Charlotte and Louis. 

In Charles’ own heir, the mon- 
archy looks in stable hands for at 
least another two generations to 
come. 

That will be the hope of the 
new king and of his nation, cer- 
tainly. But it would also be the 
finest tribute to the “beloved 
mother” whom he and so many 
others are mourning today.

Florida Gov. Ron DeSanti

A simmering feud between Flor- 
ida Gov. Ron DeSantis and Demo- 
cratic New York Gov. Hochul 
boiled over Thursday with the 
conservative firebrand throwing 
rhetorical bombs on her record 
while fundraising for her Republi- 
can rival Rep. Lee Zeldin. 

“The corrupt, far-left, pro-crimi- 
nal Andrew Cuomo 2.0, a k a 
Kathy Hochul — recently declared 
that Lee was no longer a New 
Yorker, because he disagrees with 
her radical policies. Hochul de- 
manded that Lee get on a bus and 
move to Florida,” reads the Re- 
publican governor’s Thursday aft- 
ernoon fundraising pitch ahead of 
the Nov. 8 election. 

“Folks are fleeing a place where 
politicians like Hochul attack the 
wallets, safety, freedom, and kids’ 
education of the very people she is 
supposed to represent,” he adds. 

Deepening involvement for De- 
Santis, who canceled an in-person 


fundraising appearance with fel- 
low Republican Zeldin last month, 
in the New York governor’s race 
follows several jabs from the Dem- 
ocratic incumbent in recent weeks. 
“No surprise to see Zeldin riding 
the coattails of the GOP standard 
bearer for extremism and attacks on 
fundamental rights,” Hochul cam- 
paign spokesman Jerrel Harvey said. 
Hochul also blasted DeSantis in 
April for smiling while signing 
into law a 15-week abortion ban. 
In recent weeks, she dubbed De- 
Santis as “overrated” while speak- 
ing off the cuff at an Aug. 10 event 
commemorating the Holocaust. 
“Trump and Zeldin and Molinaro 
— just jump on a bus and head 
down to Florida where you belong. 
OK? Get out of town. Because you 
don’t represent our values,” she said 
on Aug. 22 after Democrat Pat Ryan 
beat Republican Marc Molinaro ina 
special congressional election. 
Hochul also seems to be weigh- 
ing on the mind of DeSantis, who 
took a shot at her on Aug. 30 by 
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calling her “ridiculous.” 

“You have the governor of New 
York saying all Republicans need to 
get on a bus and leave the state and 
come to Florida,” he told reporters. 

Such comments have played into 
Zeldin’s efforts to cast Hochul as an 
intolerant and out-of-touch leader 
amid rising crime and inflation. 


It could backfire 


But using DeSantis to attack Ho- 
chul could become a double- 
edged sword for Zeldin as her 
campaign assails him as too ex- 
treme on issues like abortion, gun 
rights and his votes against certi- 
fying the 2020 election results, ex- 
perts have said. 

Republican candidates have to 
strike a careful balance in New York 
considering how registered Demo- 
crats outnumber their GOP coun- 
terparts by roughly two-to-one. 

“You're walking a tightrope in a 
lot of ways and you have to be 
smart about it,” political consult-

ant Tom Doherty, who previously 
worked for Republican New York 
Gov. George Pataki, told The Post. 

Meanwhile, Harvey told The 
Post, “Cozying up to a dangerous 
extremist like DeSantis won’t save 
Zeldin’s campaign.” 

But popular right-wing figures 
like DeSantis and ex-President Do- 
nald Trump have a proven record 
of helping the GOP standard- 
bearer close a big fundraising gap 
against Hochul, who reported hav- 
ing $11.7 million compared to $1.57 
million for Zeldin in mid-July. 

Trump helped Zeldin raise $1.5 
million on Sunday, while the fun- 
draiser advertised with DeSantis 
before his unexpected cancella- 
tion brought in $1 million more, 
according to the Zeldin campaign.

Bannon lashed out at Manhattan 
District Attorney Alvin Bragg as 
he was escorted into the DA’s 
lower Manhattan headquarters, 
accusing the progressive Demo- 
crat of mounting a political prose- 
cution to influence the upcoming 
midterm elections. 

“This is all about 60 days to the 
day,” he said in a reference to Nov. 
8, the date of the midterms. 

Bannon also invoked a trip by 
city officials who were sent on a 


“fact-finding” mission to the 
southern border by Mayor Adams 
amid his clash with Texas Gov. 
Greg Abbott over the relocation of 
migrants to the Big Apple. 

“This is an irony: On the very day 
the mayor of this city has a delega- 
tion down on the border, they’re 
persecuting people here,” he said.

Bannon, dressed in a dark jacket 
and shirts with no tie, spoke as 
plainclothes and uniformed cops 
directed him from a black SUV to 
the entrance of One Hogan Place.

count of scheme to defraud. 

He faces a maximum of five to 15 
years in prison if convicted. 

Defense lawyer David Schoen, 
who defended Trump during his 
second impeachment trial, entered 
not guilty pleas on behalf of Ban- 
non, who was released without bail 
pending an Oct. 4 court hearing. 

As he left the courtroom, Ban- 
non said, “It’s all nonsense. They 
will never shut me up.” 

Outside, Schoen said, “I read the 
charges all the way through. He is 
not guilty of anything that he is 
charged with or of any crime.” 

Bannon, who hosts the “Ban- 
non’s War Room” podcast, re- 
peated the notion that he’d been 
charged to “shut me down and 
take me out” of what he called 
“the most important election since 
1862, since the Civil War. 


“T got news for them. I have not 
yet begun to fight,” he said. 

“We are going to win a sweeping 
landslide at every level. From 
school boards to election officials, 
the state legislature, the House of 
Representatives and the Senate. We 
are not going to back down and 
they will not be able to shut me up.” 

A supporter shouted, “We love 
you, Steve!” when he finished 
speaking. 

During an afternoon news con- 
ference, Bragg and state Attorney 
General Letitia James said charges 
against Bannon were the result of 
a joint probe launched after he 
was federally pardoned. 

Bragg said Bannon and other or- 
ganizers of the “We Build the 
Wall” campaign lied by claiming 
that “not one penny” would go to 
its president. 


Rudy ’fesses to owing ex ‘only’ 506 


Rudy Giuliani admitted 
to owing his ex-wife 
money — but called her 
lawsuit claiming he’s 
withholding $260,000 a 
“gross exaggeration” at a 
hearing Thursday. 

Judith Giuliani, 67, had 
asked a judge last month 
to hold her 78-year-old 
ex-husband in contempt 


and toss him behind bars 
for allegedly falling be- 
hind on $262,000 owed 
under the terms of their 
2019 divorce settlement. 

“I do owe her money 
but I don’t owe her 
$260,000,” the former 
mayor told the judge in 
Manhattan Supreme 
Court, where he acted as 


his own lawyer. 

“That’s a gross exag- 
geration,” he added. “I 
owe her $50,000.” 

Earlier, Supreme Court 
Justice Michael Katz told 
Rudy that he’s techni- 
cally in default for not 
filing papers in response 
to Judith’s allegations. 

Giuliani admitted to 


the legal blunder, saying:

Hunter Biden told a business 
partner that he’d be “happy” to in- 
troduce their associates to a Chi- 
nese Communist Party official after 
being told he sat next to the man 
during a 2013 dinner in Beijing hon- 
oring his dad. 

The request came from James 
“Jimmy” Bulger — namesake 
nephew of the late Boston crime 
boss James “Whitey” Bulger and a 
former Hunter partner in a Chinese 
investment firm funded by the gov- 
ernment-controlled Bank of China 
— emails from the first son’s infa- 
mous laptop show. 

The revelation of the planned sit- 
down involving Hong Kong ship- 
ping billionaire Tung Chee-hwa 
came amid renewed scrutiny of 
Hunter’s controversial overseas 
business dealings, which Republi- 
cans in Congress have vowed to in- 
vestigate if they regain control in 
the Nov. 8 midterm elections. 

In a July 22, 2014, email, first re- 
ported by Fox News, Bulger sought 
to arrange a meeting between Tung 
— the first chief executive of Hong 
Kong after the island reverted to 
Chinese control in 1997 — and two 
executives of the BHR Partners 
company, CEO Jonathan Li and 
committee member Andy Lu.

It’s unclear if the meeting be- 
tween Tung and the BHR execs 
took place or whether Tung actu- 
ally sat next to Hunter at the 2013 
dinner. 

Hunter resigned from the board 
of BHR Equity Investment Fund 
Management Co., a subsidiary of 
BHR Partners, in October 2019, dur- 
ing his father’s successful campaign 
for the White House, but kept a 10% 
ownership take in the company. 

After the White House repeatedly 
refused to say whether Hunter still 
maintained the holding, a lawyer 
for him told The New York Times 
last November that Hunter “no 
longer holds any interest, directly 
or indirectly, in either BHR or Ska- 
neateles,” the company through 
which he invested in BHR. 

Hunter’s lawyers didn’t immedi- 
ately respond to a request for com- 
ment from The Post. Bulger, Li, Lu 
and Tung didn’t respond to inquir- 
ies, according to Fox News. 


Bernard 
Shaw, 


82, dies 


Veteran former CNN an- 
chor Bernard Shaw, who 
helped lead the network’s 
breaking-news coverage for 
more than two decades, has 
died. 

Shaw died of pneumonia 
Wednesday at a hospital in 
Washington, DC, his family 
said in a statement to the 
network Thursday. 

He was 82. His death was 
unrelated to COVID-19, 
according to his family. 

Shaw (above) was CNN’s 
first chief anchor when it 
launched its 24-hour cable 
news network in June 1980. 

He retired from CNN in 
February 2001 after more 
than 20 years. 

“Even after he left CNN, 
Bernie remained a close 
member of our CNN family, 
providing our viewers with 
context about historic 
events as recently as last 
year,’ CNN Chairman and 
CEO Chris Licht said in a 
statement. 

“The condolences of all of 
us at CNN go out to his wife, 
Linda, and his children.” 

A funeral service will be 
held for relatives and in- 
vited guests, and a public 
memorial service will take 
place at a later date, his fam- 
ily said. 

“In lieu of flowers, the 
family requests donations 
be made to the Bernard 
Shaw Scholarship Fund at 
the University of Chicago,” 
a family statement said. 

Throughout his career, 
Shaw reported on many 
global breaking-news 
events, including the 1989 
Tiananmen Square massa- 
cre in China, the California 
earthquake in 1994 and Prin- 
cess Diana’s death in 1997. 

He also reported live from 
Iraq in 1991 during the first

A Manhattan woman was ar- 
rested Thursday over a scheme in 
which she allegedly siphoned 
nearly $300,000 from dozens of 
investors — and used the cash to 
bankroll her luxurious lifestyle, 
the feds said. 

Lakenya Hopkins, 44, is accused 
of preying on people of color by 
telling them investing with her 
would lead to generational 
wealth, federal prosecutors said. 

Hopkins, who was nabbed with 
the help of the NYPD’s financial 
crimes task force and the US Se- 
cret Service, allegedly conned 110 
people out of $290,000 from Au- 
gust 2020 until about April 2021. 

In November 2020, she used 
about $85,000 from investors to 
put down a year’s worth of rent on 
a Manhattan home, prosecutors 
said in an indictment. She also 
used some of the funds on travel 
and to buy cryptocurrency for her 
own benefit, the complaint states. 

While running Money Magnet 
Platinum Membership Initiative 
LLC, Hopkins promised astro- 
nomical — and unrealistic — 
rates of returns on investments, 
the Manhattan US Attorney’s Of- 
fice said. 

“She lied to induce their invest- 
ments and continued to lie when 
they questioned her about the sta- 
tus of their investments,” US At- 
torney Damian Williams said. “In- 
stead of investing the money as 
promised, she allegedly enriched 
herself.” 

Hopkins was charged with one 
count each of securities fraud and 
wire fraud that could land her in 
prison for 40 years if convicted.

Other parents, meanwhile, say the age of 
when kids should be allowed to wear makeup 
to school depends on several factors, and get- 
ting to the root of why they want to wear it is 
important.

Self-esteem issues

was their creative outlet,” Dreyer said. But, 
she didn’t allow them to wear makeup outside 
the home, lest they go out looking older than 
they are — and attract unhealthy attention. 

“We had an open conversation about what 
is attractive about wanting to wear makeup — 
what is the reason? Is it because everyone’s 
doing it? Is it because they don’t feel pretty 
without it? Is it peer pressure? There has to be 
a dialogue on what’s behind it,” Dreyer said. 

While allowing kids to creatively express 
themselves is vital to their growth, parenting 
experts caution that wearing makeup at 
school, especially in elementary and middle 
school, can have a negative effect on confi- 
dence. 

“Many middle schoolers struggle with self- 
esteem issues as their bodies begin to change. 
It’s natural that they become more concerned 
with their clothes and hair, and most parents 
think it’s fine for their middle schooler to be- 
gin wearing lip gloss,” Laura Markham, Ph.D., 
author of “Peaceful Parent, Happy Kids” told 
The Post. But, if elementary school kids are 
looking to wear makeup, that’s a cause for 
concern that warrants a conversation with 
your child about what’s behind their Maybel- 
line desires. 

Markham said, “It’s important for parents to 
talk with kids about the pressure on girls to fit 
societal standards of beauty.”

Mayor Adams wants to 
cut losses at the city’s pop- 
ular but money-burning 
ferry system by telling pro- 
spective operators to pitch 
new ways to earn revenue 
— including rentals, con- 
cessions and advertising. 

City Hall on Wednesday 
published a “request for 
proposals” from potential 
ferry operators that spe- 
cifically requires them to 
cook up a “revenue-gener- 
ation plan” that will put 
money in city coffers to 
offset the massive munici- 
pal subsidy that currently 
funds the service. 

City taxpayers subsidize 
ferry trips at as much as 
$14.75 per ride, according 
to a recent audit by city 
Comptroller Brad Lander 
— even as the ferry’s 
wealthy clientele pay just 
$2.75 to ride. 

Adams in July pledged 
to raise the base fare to $4 
starting Sept. 12, while of- 
fering a 10-ticket package 
for $27.50. 

Hizzoner has insisted 
the ferry is not just for the 
affluent, echoing claims by 
predecessor Bill de Blasio, 
who expanded the service 
and instituted the $2.75 
fare to match the cost of an 
MTA bus or subway trip.

gressively promoted the 
ferry service, which has a 
ridership with a median 
annual income between 
$100,000 and _ $150,000, 
The Post revealed exclu- 
sively in 2020. 

Ferry trips previously 
cost $4 under Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg. 

Daily NYC Ferry rider- 
ship was just 11,688 on 
weekdays and 12,984 on 
weekends in the first three 
months of 2022. Summer 
ridership is higher, and just 
returned to pre-COVID-19 
levels, city officials said. 

Potential new sources of 
revenue’ include film 
shoots and private events, 
according to the request 
for proposals, which does 
not require any cost-sav- 
ings from ferry operations. 


City officials and out- 
side experts have warned 
that too-high fares could 
discourage ridership and 
reduce revenue. 

“Operationally, it doesn’t 
seem like much is going to 
change,” said Sean Cam- 
pion of the Citizens Budget 
Commission. “They want 
to operate a more finan- 
cially sustainable ferry sys- 
tem. They’ve addressed 
one piece of that by in- 
creasing the fares — and 
now they’re hoping to 
come up with new revenue 
ideas and a new private- 
operating model that’s 
more cost-effective.” 

Current ferry operator 
Hornblower plans to sub- 
mit a proposal to continue 
operating the service, the 
company told nonprofit 
news outlet The City, which 
first reported on the RFP.

Wednesday’s killing spree 
in Memphis that left four 
people dead and _ three 
wounded began with the fa- 
tal shooting of a man with 
whom suspect Ezekiel Kelly 
had been chatting in front 
of mutual pals, police said. 

The 19-year-old alleged 
gunman’s rampage started 
around 1 a.m. Wednesday 
and ended at 9:30 p.m. that 
night, when Kelly was ar- 
rested after leading cops 
ona chase from Mississippi 
to Memphis after report- 
edly carjacking a vehicle 
and fatally shooting the 


unidentified female driver. 

Kelly livestreamed a por- 
tion of the spree on Face- 
book, according to cops. 

Most of the victims have 
not yet been officially iden- 
tified, but family members 
on social media identified 
17-year-old Corteria Wright 
as one of the fatalities, and 
Rodolfo Berger as one of 
the wounded. 

The carnage began at a 
home on Lyndale Avenue, 
where police discovered the 
body of 24-year-old De- 
wayne Tunstall, Memphis 
TV station WREG reported. 


Police said Kelly and Tun- 
stall were hanging out with 
a group of mutual friends 
when Kelly pulled Tunstall 
aside to talk with him. 

During the conversation, 
Kelly allegedly shot Tun- 
stall in the head several 
times in front of five peo- 
ple, who were unharmed. 
It’s unclear what prompted 
the shooting. 

West Memphis Police and 
Mayor Marco McClendon 
announced a citywide Fri- 
day prayer vigil for the 
shooting victims. 

Snejana Farberov 
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on violent crime came from 

an elderly man who had just 
been sliced through the skull with 
a machete. “I would suggest she 
needs to be examined by a doc- 
tor,” 82-year-old Hubert Meulens 
calmly told The Post Wednesday 
from his hospital bed, speaking of 
the woman who had just attacked 
him on a lower Manhattan street. 
“She needs psychiatric help.” 

But this is New York City in the 
age of Gov. Hochul — who, de- 
spite having a fully intact skull, 
still thinks the answer is to wait 
for things to fix themselves, after 
she tweaked the state’s bail “re- 
form” laws five months ago. 

Just like most of the random 
street and subway attackers who 
have plagued New Yorkers over 
two years, 20-year-old Deashe 
Calhoun did not suddenly “snap” 
when she allegedly slashed 
through Meulens’ head. 

This case reads like a parody of 
New York’s broken criminal-jus- 
tice and mental-health systems. 

Calhoun may as well have 
walked around with a sign read- 
ing, “Warning: I’m about to attack 
someone with a machete.”

Bragg’s failures 


Five weeks ago, on July 31, Cal- 
houn allegedly threatened another 
hapless stranger on Fifth Avenue 
with a machete. For that, Manhat- 
tan DA Alvin Bragg charged her 
with ... three misdemeanors. She 
went free with no bail. 

Three weeks later, and not even 
two weeks before Wednesday’s 
attack, Calhoun allegedly threat- 
ened another stranger in Manhat- 
tan, also with a machete. For this, 
Bragg slapped her with... misde- 
meanors.

By then, these menacing-with- 
a-deadly-weapon episodes were 
already part of a long pattern.

Someone who repeatedly me- 
naces total strangers with deadly 
weapons is dangerous. Under a 
danger standard, a judge wouldn’t 
have to go through a confusing 
thicket of what is and isn’t “bail- 
eligible.” 

Again, jail isn’t the goal for a 
mentally ill person — but it’s a 
point of leverage. Bragg could 
have charged Calhoun with a se- 
rious felony, and then a judge 
could have ordered an inmate 


psychiatric evaluation. 

Later, if she refused 
to comply with volun- 
tary treatment, the city 
could compel her, as 
part of downgrading 
charges. 

Ignoring Calhoun’s 
woes didn’t help her. 

Now she faces serious 
felony charges. 

It also didn’t help the actual vic- 
tim. 

The elderly Meulens, an immi- 
grant and retired accountant, 
wasn’t braving the streets of New 
York City for fun. 

He was coming home from 
work, as a building concierge, 
which he does to support his 
wife. 

He knew the city had grown 
more dangerous. As his son told

The Post, “I tell him 
every night, be care- 
ful on the trains and 
in the street. There 
are a lot of zombies 

.. who are very un- 
predictable and irra- 
tional. It’s not being 
dealt with.” 

Though Mayor Ad- 
ams is doing all he 
can on guns — and it’s working so 
far, with shootings down — all 
other crimes, including knife 
crimes, are up because the Legis- 
lature completely ignores them. 

Maybe this latest horrific attack 
will cause Hochul to call the Leg- 
islature to an emergency session, 
just on crime.

Ukrainian forces surprised oc- 
cupying Russians with a one-two 
punch Thursday, pushing deep 
into enemy territory to open a sec- 
ond front in Kyiv’s counterattack. 

Ukrainian authorities an- 
nounced the liberation of 20 vil- 
lages in the northeast, outside 
Kharkiv, as the military pushed 
for the occupied city of IZyum — 
all while continuing a fierce fight 
for Kherson in the south. 

Oleksiy Hromoy, a deputy chief 
with the General Staff of the 
Armed Forces of Ukraine, said 
Thursday his nation’s forces had 
penetrated more than 30 miles 
beyond Russia’s defensive line. 

“Since the beginning of the 
week, the Armed Forces of 
Ukraine, in cooperation with 
units of the National Guard and 
other security forces, have been 
conducting active operations in 
certain directions,” he said, ac- 
cording to Ukrainian outlet 
Ukrinform. “In the course of ac- 
tive operations in the Kharkiv di- 
rection, more than 20 settlements 
were liberated.” 

Videos circulating on social 
media Thursday claimed to show 
Ukrainian troops lowering a Rus- 
sian flag in Nova Husarivka, half- 
way between the front line and 
the city of Izyum, a major Rus- 
sian staging ground. 

The video followed reports 
from Russian separatists Wednes- 
day of enemy contact in Balakliya, 
just north of Nova Husarivka, and 
the downing of a Russian jet in

But the Ukrainian gains, if con- 
firmed, represent a large victory 
for Kyiv after a months-long 
stalemate following the fall of Lu- 
hansk. If Ukrainian forces take Iz- 
yum, it would likely cut off a ma- 
jor supply line to a beleaguered 
Russian army in the Donbas. 


UK ‘mercenary’ tortured? 


The body of UK humanitarian 
worker Paul Urey, who died 
while being held captive by Rus- 
sia-backed separatists, has signs 
of “possible unspeakable tor- 
ture,” according to a Ukrainian 
government official.

$2B sent in a ‘Blink’ 


Secretary of State Antony 
Blinken made an unannounced 
visit to Kyiv on Thursday to un- 
veil an additional $2 billion in 
US aid to Ukraine and European 
allies threatened by Russia. 

The top US diplomat met with 
senior Ukrainian officials in the 
capital to inform them that the 
Biden administration had notified 
Congress that it is seeking $2 bil- 
lion in long-term foreign military 
financing for Ukraine and 18 of its 
European neighbors and NATO 
members that are “most at risk of 
future Russian aggression.” 

If Congress approves the 
funds as expected, $1 billion will 
go to Ukraine while the remain- 
der will be distributed among 
Albania, Bosnia, Bulgaria, Croa- 
tia, the Czech Republic, Estonia, 
Georgia, Greece, Kosovo, Latvia, 
Lithuania, Moldova, Montene- 
gro, North Macedonia, Poland, 
Romania, Slovakia and Slovenia, 
the State Department said. 

While in Kyiv, Blinken visited 
the US Embassy, then stopped 
by a children’s hospital, where 


he greeted young Ukrainians in- 
jured during Russian bombard- 
ments, including Maryna, a 
6-year-old from the city of Kher- 
son who lost a leg when a rocket 
struck her house. 

In the hospital lobby, Blinken 
also met Patron, a Jack Russell 
terrier who has helped 
Ukraine’s military find more 
than 200 mines laid by Russian 
forces. Blinken gave the dog a 
pat and treats, saying the canine 
was “world famous.” 


Weapons delivery, too 


Earlier Thursday, Defense Sec- 
retary Lloyd Austin announced a 
$675 million package of heavy 
weapons, ammunition and ar- 
mored vehicles for Ukraine dur- 
ing a stop in Ramstein, Germany. 

He said the equipment includes 
howitzers, artillery ammunition, 
Humvees, air-to-surface missiles, 
anti-tank systems, armored am- 
bulances and small arms.

Acting patiently 


Not being in a position to retake 
its territory in a sweeping blitz- 
krieg, Ukrainian command is act- 
ing patiently. Rather than obsess- 
ing about territorial gains, it has 
gradually degraded Russian capa- 
bilities and supply lines. It is thus 
far from obvious that the coming 
cold weather will favor Russian 
defenses — the Russians are fight- 
ing in unfriendly territory, and 
their own logistics would have 
been disastrous even without 
Ukraine’s concerted efforts at dis- 
ruption. 

Much like bankruptcy, a Russian 
defeat is likely to come about very 


slowly and then all at once. Give it 
a few more weeks, or months, and 
Russian positions are bound to be- 
come unsustainable, forcing a 
withdrawal — or perhaps a mass 
mobilization in Russia, which 
would carry dramatic political 
risks for Russian President Vlad- 
imir Putin’s regime. 

The problem, however, is that 
the Ukrainians do not necessarily 
have months to pursue this tactic, 
which relies on Western support 
of their military and economy, as 
well as on the continuing pressure 
of sanctions against Russia. As 
Putin is squeezing Europe’s energy 
supply, it seems only a matter of 
time until political forces calling 
for appeasement start gaining 
momentum on the continent. 

In Germany, a typical household 
is expected to pay more than $500 
extra in gas bills per year following 
the recent price hikes, prompting 
the government to adopt unprece- 


dented relief measures, including 
price caps. In the United Kingdom, 
the new prime minister, Liz Truss, 
announced a cap on annual energy 
bills for a typical household at 
£2,500 — close to $3,000. 

Whether such measures will be 
effective in easing the pain is de- 
batable. What is not debatable is 
that Europe is headed for a harsh 
winter. Nobody knows what a dose 
of real economic hardship and 
cold will do to the Europeans’ re- 
solve to confront Putin, but it is a 
good bet that it won’t help, partic- 
ularly in countries where Ukrain- 
ian suffering is seen as a distant 
and abstract concern. 

In Germany, a parliamentarian 
from the Putin-friendly Alterna- 
tive for Germany (AfD) party pub- 
licly wished for as cold a winter as 
possible, knowing well that the 
backlash would be good for AfD’s 
political prospects. Even in the 
Czech Republic, a country with 


direct experience of Russian ag- 
gression and a government fully 
committed to supporting Ukraine, 
pro-Putin and anti-NATO groups 
managed to bring as many as 
70,000 people to the streets of 
Prague to protest high energy 
prices over the weekend. 


Misguided policies 


Of course, the energy crisis is 
largely of Europeans’ own making, 
resulting from years of misguided 
energy policies that have tied the 
continent to Russian sources. 

Yet the blame game does not 
help the Ukrainian case. Rather, 
US leadership does. 

Given the fragility of the transat- 
lantic alliance’s commitment to 
confronting Putin and the hard 
budgetary constraints that West- 
ern European nations are running 
into, it’s wise to front-load as much 
US military assistance to Ukraine 


as possible so that the country’s 
military can build on the current 
momentum and achieve signifi- 
cant victories — say, retake Kher- 
son — before the looming fracture 
of Western allies becomes para- 
lyzing. 

With the midterm elections just 
weeks away, Biden’s request for 
more money does put congressio- 
nal Republicans in a bind. But op- 
posing additional aid to Ukraine at 
a time the resources might well 
achieve Putin’s total defeat in 
Ukraine — and possibly the end of 
his brutal regime in Russia — is 
bound to inflict far graver damage 
to the GOP’s political standing 
than taking one for the (national) 
team. A responsible party, seeking 
a mandate to govern America, 
should not have any hesitation 
about the right choice.

Then shot boy, 15

A 15-year-old Brooklyn 
high schooler was asked if 
he was in a gang before he 
was gunned down Wednes- 
day, witnesses told police. 

Unique Smith, a student 
at Brooklyn Laboratory 
Charter Schools, was sitting 
on a park bench near the 
campus around 1:40 p.m. 
when two masked men 
walked up and asked about 
his gang affiliation, law-en- 
forcement sources told The 
Post. 

Police said Smith got into 
a fight with his assailants 
and was shot once with a 
9mm handgun before the 
gunman ran off. 

Smith was later pro- 
nounced dead at NewYork/ 
Presbyterian Brooklyn 
Methodist Hospital. 

Two witnesses to the fatal 
shooting told cops the beef 
started when the bandits 
demanded to know if Smith 
was in a gang. 

Police said there was no 
indication that Smith was a 
gang member. 

The teen’s neighbor Mary 
Beloti agreed. 

“Definitely not,” she said 
Thursday. 

“T can’t wrap my head 
around it, I really can’t,” 
said Beloti, 64. “He’s a won- 
derful young man. Very re- 
spectable young man. He 
went to school, played his 


music, played his video 
games, never bothered any- 
body.” 

However, Beloti said lo- 
cals did worry about 
Smith’s new batch of pals. 

“He was not in trouble,” 
she said. “I think it was the 
company he kept. We were 
all very concerned about 
these boys he hung around. 

“These new boys,” she 
added. “Not his friends, but 
these new boys.” 


Motive unknown 


Police said Smith was sit- 
ting on a bench with two 
girls in McLaughlin Park 
when he was approached by 
the two masked assailants. 

Smith scuffled with the 
teens, and one pulled the 
gun and fired, striking 
Smith once in the abdomen, 
NYPD Chief of Detectives 
James Essig said at a press 
briefing. 

Essig said the suspects 
ran off along Tillary Street. 

Police have not deter- 
mined a motive for the fatal 
attack, and are looking into 
whether Smith had a beef 
with anyone at his school. 

The slain teen’s grandfa- 
ther, Kenneth Davis, told 
The Post Wednesday the 
family was “falling apart” 
after learning of his death. 

Davis offered a $5,000 re- 
ward for the capture of the 
shooter. 

“He’s a terrific young man,” 
Davis said of his grandson.

A Las Vegas public official ac- 
cused of fatally stabbing investi- 
gative reporter Jeff German was 
denied bail Thursday after law 
enforcement officials said they 
found DNA evidence connecting 
him to the murder. 

Clark County Public Adminis- 
trator Robert Telles appeared in 
front of a judge who ruled the 45- 
year-old remain in Clark County 
Detention Center until his next 
hearing on Sept. 13, according to 
CBS affiliate 8NewsNow. 

Telles was arrested Wednesday 
after a two-hour standoff with 
Las Vegas police, who found evi- 
dence that the public official al- 
legedly stabbed German during a 
confrontation at the Las Vegas 
Review-Journal reporter’s home. 

The veteran reporter had writ- 


ces detailing misconduct, includ- 
ing Telles’ alleged affair with his 
45-year-old staffer. 

During the bail hearing in Las 
Vegas Justice Court, Judge Elana 
Lee Graham said German, 69, had 
several defensive wounds, indi- 
cating he had fought for his life. 

A prosecutor said Telles had 
lashed out “at the unraveling of 
his life” and German was stabbed 
seven times. 

German died of “multiple 
sharp force injuries,” the Clark 
County Office of the Coroner/ 
Medical Examiner said. 

During a press conference held 
earlier on Thursday, Capt. Dori 
Koren, head of the Las Vegas Met- 
ropolitan Police Department 
Homicide and Sex Crimes Bureau, 
said investigators found DNA evi- 
dence on Telles and other incrim- 
inating evidence inside his home,

Lunch is back on. 

Summer is over, the pandemic is behind us 
and prominent New Yorkers are filling tables at 
upscale eateries for midday meals and deals. 
Restaurants around town report a significant 
jump in lunch covers, with titans of industry, fi- 


nance and media dominating most of the tables. ° 


“People have been starved for in-person in- 
teraction and power-lunching is a signal that 
things are finally normal again,” Bob Fisch, an 
entrepreneur and _ self-described power 
luncher, told The Post. “It’s business as usual.” 

Fisch, who founded the fashion company 
rue2] and is on the board at the Fashion Insti- 
tute of Technology, especially loves having the 
American wagyu burger and brainstorming at 
Peak in Hudson Yards. Last year, it was only 
open on weekends for lunch, but it’s been grad- 
ually adding weekday lunches to meet demand. 


Back to work & restaurants 


“We were getting requests from people with 
offices in Hudson Yards for reservations,” said 
general manager Chris Nelson. “Also, we went 
from getting primarily tourists to corporate 
diners. The shift is noticeable.” 

At the new Rockefeller Center location of 
Mediterranean power broker spot Avra, things 
are buzzing at lunch. 

“We have a line out the door at 11:45 and stay 
busy all the way through 3 p.m.,” said general 
manager Orlando Santana, noting that they’re 
averaging several hundred customers for 
lunch each weekday. “The crowd is mostly 
from the companies in our building or near us 
like AIG, Barclays bank and CNBC.”

Why we ex-colonials grooved on the queen 


O what can explain the 
depth of feeling, the palpa- 
ble sense of loss and regret, 
in this superpower ex-Brit- 
ish colony across the Atlantic at 
the death of Queen Elizabeth I? 

Familiarity has something to 
do with it. Like most Britons, the 
great majority of Americans 
have never known any other 
British monarch; Elizabeth had 
met on equal footing with every 
president since Harry Truman. 

Fame, and its cousin celebrity, 
is a factor as well: Her birth was 
news during the Coolidge ad- 
ministration; and when, in the 
middle of the Great Depression, 
her uncle King Edward VIII ab- 
dicated to marry an American, 
10-year-old Princess Elizabeth 
suddenly found herself heir to 
the throne of the British Empire. 

Mention “the British Empire” 
today and historical arguments 
ensue. Mention “the queen” and 
everybody over here knows who 
you mean. 

To be sure, Elizabeth’s many 
qualities as sovereign are well 
known — her respect for Brit- 
ain’s unwritten constitution, her 
grandeur and grace, her subtle 
diplomacy, her stewardship of 
monarchy itself in the 
modern age — and all will 
be scrutinized and ana- 
lyzed in the days ahead. 
In an era of exceptionally 
rancorous public  dis- 
course, Elizabeth’s private poli- 
tics (if she had any) were largely 
a mystery. In Britain, as well as in 
America, her personal popularity 
transcended social class as well 
as partisanship. The Labour 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
always said that the most reward- 
ing and enjoyable times he spent 
as premier were his weekly audi- 
ences with the queen. 

She had seen it all and heard it 
all — and gained some wisdom 
along the way — as long as any- 
one could remember. 

In that sense, of course, Eliza- 
beth’s esteem, and the curiously 
enduring maternal affection in 
which she’s held, may be easily 
understood. She has been a part 
of the fabric of Anglo-American 
culture for so long and played 
her equivocal role with such skill 
that her death reminds us of loss 
and the passage of an age with 
painful emphasis. 

As a very young woman, then- 
Princess Elizabeth famously 
consecrated her life to the ser- 
vice of Britain, its people and its

commonwealth, and she never 
faltered nor put a foot wrong in 
three-quarters of a century. Sac- 
rifice, selflessness and strict at- 
tention to duty are always re- 
garded as endangered virtues, 
especially among our governors. 

Still, this doesn’t quite 
explain her status in 
America. And therein lies 
a tale. 

Whenever the queen, 
or some member of the 
royal family, would visit these 
shores, exasperated citizens 
would reliably remind us that we 
once fought a war of independ- 
ence from Great Britain and 
from monarchy itself. Which, of 
course, is perfectly and thank- 
fully true. Yet it’s equally true 
that our declaration of inde- 
pendence from England was 
written in England’s language, 
that our own Constitution de- 
rives from the cumulative laws 
and customs of what used to be 
called the mother country — 
and not least, in recent times, 
that we have fought side by side 
with the ex-colonial power in 
defense of those rights and 
freedoms we both cherish. 

The essential difference, how- 
ever, is that in rejecting British 
rule, our republican system of 
checks and balances also jetti- 
soned the principle of constitu- 
tional monarchy, which, while 
scarcely an error and consistent 
with our particular brand of self- 
government, has bequeathed to 
us a system that, while glori-

ously democratic, has not always 
proved so checked and balanced 
in the 2% centuries since 1776. 

While _Britain’s monarch 
serves as head of state but not of 
government — the titular per- 
sonification of the nation — our 
charter invests dual authority in 
a party politician, the president. 
Prime ministers come and go but 
the British sovereign endures 
while American presidents, in 
the fullness of time, have ac- 
quired a kind of royal status. To 
say the least, some presidents 
have proved more worthy of this 
exalted condition than others, 
and the evolution of our system 
has not always been so perfectly 
balanced and calibrated. 

Of course, no system of gov- 
ernment is perfect and never 
will be, and modern Britain has 
suffered from deficient mon- 
archs (see the aforementioned 
Edward VIII) as readily as we 
have benefited from great presi- 
dents. Still, when the system that 
Elizabeth II personified works, it 
works wonderfully well, and 
might prompt us to mix our af- 
fection and respect for the late 
queen with a sense that love of 
country, in America and Britain, 
might also involve a certain hu- 
mility, perspective — and at this 
moment, reflection and sadness, 
as well as gratitude.

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Queen Elizabeth, 1926-2022 


ith the passing of Queen Elizabeth 

II, the world loses not just the most 

constant star in the constellation of 

global leaders, but an epitome of vir- 
tues that now seem extinct: restraint (the 
classic stiff upper lip) and devotion to 
duty. 

She was served by 15 prime ministers 
(from Winston Churchill, born in 1874, to 
Liz Truss, born in 1975) in a reign that 
spanned 14 US presidents and saw the end 
of the British Empire, the West’s victory in 
the Cold War, the birth of the European Un- 
ion — and Brexit from the EU. 

In public, through crises global, national 
and, yes, familial, she was a rock as indomi-

As “The Queen” and “The Crown” depict, 
the royals lead a luxe life, but at a cost: not 
just showing up for endless ceremonies, 
hemmed in by the demands of court tradi- 
tion, but also maintaining perfect grace in a 
ruthlessly neutral public role that would 
challenge a Zen master. 

And for all the travails of other Windsors, 
her own life never held a breath of scandal. 
For seven decades, she showed up, restrict- 
ing her duties only near the end, as age (and 
COVID) required. 

One last time: God save the queen; RIP. 


The Cruelty of Justice ‘Reform’ 


York enjoyed for decades, prevents 

crime. The law-enforcement system we 
have now ... not so much: Witness the tale 
of Deashe Calhoun. 

Calhoun, 20, allegedly slashed Herbert 
Meulens, 82, with a machete the other day. He 
suffered “just” a fractured skull and 11 stitches 
— but, as he said from his hospital, “Even 
with just one blow, I could have passed away.” 

Now she’s being held on $500,000 bail. Yet 
she'd been arrested seven times since March 
for carrying first knives and then the ma- 
chete, with some incidents reportedly in- 
volving threats to harm others. But she kept 
getting released — ’til blood finally flowed. 

Part of it is the no-bail law: The Brooklyn 
DAs Office says that’s why she got sprung 
after two arrests, and the Manhattan DA’s 
Office surely faced the same barrier. 

But add in New York’s so dysfunctional 
approach to the dangerously mentally ill: A 


p roactive law enforcement, the kind New 


woman wandering the streets menacing 
people with a machete likely faced a psych 
evaluation — but the system plainly failed to 
get her any treatment, let alone require it. 

And an innocent man (black, incidentally, 
and still hard-working at 82) pays the price. 

The “reformers” who’ve given us these lu- 
natic law-enforcement and mental-health 
systems claim to speak for the powerless. 

But proactive policing brought a huge de- 
crease in New York’s prison and jail popula- 
tions, because preventing crime means peo- 
ple don’t become criminals and so never 
need locking up. Whereas the soaring crime 
rates that “reform” has brought already have 
the Rikers population growing, and will 
likely pack the prisons soon enough. 

A mental-health system that focused on 
helping the grievously ill, not processing 
them, would prove far more humane as well. 

It’s far more cruel to keep on neglecting 
public safety in the name of ideology. 


Budget Gaps Ahead: Cut Spending Now 


warn that possible city budget shortfalls 

total a jaw-dropping $12 billion within 
the next four years, there’s one sure way to 
make the problem even worse: look to close 
the gap by raising taxes. 

As fiscal expert EJ. McMahon notes, half of 
the ginormous “unaccounted-for spending” 
is for pension costs driven up by investment 
losses. Other big “risks”: 1) higher-than-bud- 
geted-for labor contracts and 2) a recession 
that’ll wipe out billions in tax revenue. 

The $8 billion Mayor Adams has squirreled 
in “rainy-day” reserves may not be enough: 
McMahon says the coming gaps could be the 
largest since just after 9/11. 

And when gaps hit the fan, nothing is 
harder in tax-and-spend New York than 
trimming outlays. Gotham’s go-to fix: tax 
hikes, as Mayor Mike Bloomberg imposed 
after the terror attack. 

Unless Adams wants to set the city on a 
rapid downward spiral, he better resist the 
pressure to squeeze city taxpayers again. 
They’re already at their limits.

Last year, Albany slapped New Yorkers 
with a $4 billion tax hike, pushing the top 
state-tax rate to 10.9%. New York City adds 
another 3.88%, bringing the combined rate 
to 14.78%, the nation’s highest. Businesses 
got hit with an 11.5% tax hike. 

All that fueled the pandemic rush for the 
exits; 300,000 city residents fled, with many 
citing high taxes as a key reason. 

Meanwhile, the city economy (unlike most 
of America) has yet to return to pre-pan- 
demic levels. With crime up, and workers 
still reluctant to return to their offices, tax 
hikes could be the nail in the coffin. 

So City Hall needs to find spending to cut. 
With the billions it got in federal COVID 
aid, it’ll chalk up $105 billion in expenses this 
year, more than $12,000 for every man, 
woman and child. Enough is enough. 

Alas, the City Council is looking to spend 
even more this year, upping education funds 
by nearly half a billion though enrollment 
has dropped. If Adams can’t rein it in and ID 
things to cut now, New York may be looking 
at some seriously grim times ahead

HOW HOSPITALS DIE 


IFE, death, newborns entering 
the world, a CEO raking in mil- 
lions, politicians calling for an 
investigation: all part of the 
drama swirling around Maimoni- 
des Medical Center, which lost a 
staggering $145 million last year. 

It’s Brooklyn’s largest hospital, 
and newly released financials 
show it barely has the cash to make 
it through another year. 

The Maimonides calamity could 
be seen as a soap opera, if so many 
patients weren’t affected. Worse, 
the same basic story is being re- 
peated at hospitals everywhere 
that treat the poor. 

Safety-net hospitals are bleeding 
red ink because Medicaid, the fed- 
eral health-insurance program, 
pays hospitals only 67 cents for ev- 
ery dollar of care. 

Most shift the 33% in unmet 
costs to the privately insured pa- 
tient down the hall. But at safety- 
net hospitals like Maimonides, 
fewer than one in five patients has 
commercial insurance. These hos- 
pitals have nowhere to shift their 
unmet costs, so lose money year 
after year. Atlanta Medical Center 
is closing in November. 

The problem’s more severe in 
New York state because politicians 
have lavishly expanded Medicaid 
eligibility, buying votes and boast- 
ing they’re solving the problem of 
the uninsured. More than one out 
of every four New Yorkers, not just 
the indigent, is on Medicaid. 

In July, a group called “Save Mai- 
monides” began organizing com- 
munity meetings and recruiting 
politicians to push for investiga- 
tions and a new board and CEO. 


Mendy Reiner, the group’s cochair, 
claims the hospital is “rife with se- 
rious problems.” 

The hospital’s defenders claim 
it’s a “smear campaign,” possibly 
by nursing-home magnate Eliezer 
Scheiner, who some allege would 
like to control the hospital board. 

It’s been reported that two peo- 
ple associated with Scheiner’s 
company, TL Management LLC, 
contributed $8,000 to New York 
state Sen. Kevin Parker. Parker sub- 
sequently sent a letter to the state 
Health Department demanding an 
investigation of Maimonides. 

Intrigue aside, the bigger ques- 
tions are: Does this hospital deliver

good care? Who’s to blame for its 
losses? Should it be kept open? 

CEO Kenneth Gibbs earned a 
$1.8 million salary in 2019 and saw 
his compensation double to $3.2 
million in 2020 thanks to a one- 
time vesting of his retirement plan. 

Multimillion-dollar salaries are 
common for hospital execs in New 
York. Still, it looks vulgar. Maimon- 
ides depends almost entirely on 
taxpayer dollars, and few taxpayers 
pull in million-dollar salaries. 

What do patients say? Maimoni- 
des gets one star out of five for pa- 
tient satisfaction on Medicare’s 
grading system. The hospital earns 
two stars overall, based on infection 
rates, survival rates and outcomes. 
It’s rated highly for heart care. 


Two stars is nothing to brag 
about, but Brooklyn residents 
could do worse. Coney Island Hos- 
pital, SUNY Downstate, Brooklyn’s 
New York Community Hospital 
and Brooklyn Hospital Center earn 
only one star. 

Should these low performers be 
closed? Maimonides’ occupancy 
rate varies between 81% and 86%, 
meaning it could handle more pa- 
tients if lower-performing hospi- 
tals in the area were shuttered, sav- 
ing taxpayers money. 

But closing hospitals, like closing 
fire stations, ignites community 
opposition. Hospitals provide jobs. 
In New York, hospitals employ 
more people than Wall Street. 

Pre-COVID, the state used a bi- 
partisan commission to close or 
shrink financially troubled hospi- 
tals. so politicians could evade 
blame. But during COVID, hospi- 
tals ran out of beds. Now closing 
them is a taboo topic, even in areas 
where there are too many beds. 

What can be done to save Mai- 
monides? Politicians are calling for 
investigations. But the answer is al- 
ready clear: slash the state’s in- 
flated Medicaid enrollment, re- 
serving the program for the truly 
needy, and use the savings to pay 
safety-net hospitals the actual cost 
of the care they provide. No enter- 
prise can stay afloat receiving 67 
cents on the dollar. New York has 
started providing supplemental 
funding but not enough. 

Finally, cut Gibbs’ salary or hand 
him walking papers. Why should 
Gibbs be on the gravy train when 
the hospital is losing tens of mil- 
lions of our taxpayer dollars a year?

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The Law of Total Tricks says that the 
number of trumps both sides have in 
their best suit equals the number of 
tricks available. So in today’s deal, 19 
tricks should be won at heart and spade 
contracts.

Fed aims to mitigate pain in inflation fight 


The Federal Reserve is 
“strongly committed” to 
fighting inflation and re- 
mains hopeful that can be 
done without the “very high 
social costs” involved in 
prior campaigns to control 
surging prices, Fed Chair 
Jerome Powell said Thurs- 
day, in remarks echoed by 
other central bankers as they 
mull another potentially out- 


sized interest rate increase. 
Powell, in a 40-minute 
webcast interview with 
Cato Institute president Pe- 
ter Goettler, was not asked 
about the central bank’s 
policy meeting later this 
month, when it is expected 
to raise its target interest 
rate by either half or three- 
quarters of a percentage 
point, and the Fed chief did 


not volunteer any informa- 
tion on his preference. 
However, investors in 
contracts tied to the Fed’s 
policy rate currently antici- 
pate the larger 75-basis- 
point increase, an expecta- 
tion that rose through the 
day after the European Cen- 
tral Bank hiked its policy 
rate by three-quarters of a 
percentage point, a decline 


in US weekly jobless claims 
pointed to continuing 
strength in the labor mar- 
ket, and one usually dovish 
Fed official indicated he 
was open to the idea. 

The Fed “could very well 
do” a 75-basis-point increase 
at its Sept. 20-21 meeting, 
said Chicago Fed President 
Charles Evans, who has 
tended to be on the dovish 


side of monetary policy de- 
bates. That would mark the 
third such large increase ina 
row and push the Fed’s tar- 
get interest rate above 3% 
for the first time since 2008. 
“We are going to have a 
conversation about that,” 
Evans said. “I’m going to be 
listening to everybody. My

The FDA's approval of Re- 
vance Therapeutics’ Dax- 
xify introduces a new rival 
that doctors and analysts 
said could succeed in carv- 
ing out a big slice of a lucra- 
tive and fast-growing mar- 
ket by promising to last two 
months longer than Botox’s 
four months. 

The FDA approved Dax- 
xify, also known as daxibot- 
ulinumtoxinA, for the tem- 
porary improvement of 
frown lines in adults, Re- 
vance said Thursday. 

“This marks what we 
think is the first real com- 
petitive threat to Botox,” 
said Cowen analyst Ken 
Cacciatore, who expects 
Daxxify to generate $1 bil- 
lion in sales as early as 
2030. 

The new product, he said, 
may “finally draw patients 
to try something new and 
different.”

The feds have quietly 
closed an investigation into 
illnesses caused by Lucky 
Charms, even as customers 
continue to report bizarre 
symptoms after eating the 
sugary breakfast cereal — in- 
cluding poop that turned 
“bright neon green,” The 
Post has learned. 

The Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration said this week 
that it has ended the probe it 
began in April of the General 
Mills cereal after 
finding “no path- 
ogen or cause of 
the self-reported 
illnesses identi- 
fied, despite ex- 
tensive testing 
for numerous po- 
tential microbial 
and chemical 
adulterants.” 

That’s despite 
the fact that last month some 
79 people reported becom- 
ing ill after eating Lucky 
Charms, bringing the total 
number of reported victims 
this year to 8,633, according 
to iwaspoisoned.com, a plat- 
form for reporting food re- 
lated illnesses. 

“My poop became increas- 
ingly green and watery until 
it reached a bright neon 
green,” a customer from Tea- 
neck, NJ, reported on Aug. 
21, claiming the symptoms 
persisted for three days after 
eating a single bowl. 

“My son had severe stom- 
ach pain within 20 minutes 
of eating a small bowl of 
Lucky Charms,” a West Vir- 
ginia parent wrote on the 
website Aug. 7. “The pain 
was so severe and he became 
so pale, I thought he was ex- 
periencing appendicitis .. . 


Feds close case 


Nearly ended up going to the 
emergency department.” 

Another customer from 
Arizona wrote, “I ate 2 small 
bowls of Lucky Charms last 
night .. . I’ve been suffering 
with vomiting, nausea, green 
diarrhea, stomach cramps/ 
pain all morning and had a 
rough night trying to sleep.” 

The FDA started its inves- 
tigation after some 100 con- 
sumers initially reported ill- 
nesses. That number rose to 
529 in early May, but the total 
was only 558 at the end of the 
probe, suggesting the probe 
may have been closed be- 
cause of a sharp slowdown 
in reported cases, experts 
: said. 

While it’s not 
clear what is 
causing the ill- 
nesses, experts 
believe the FDA 
focused on 
chemical addi- 
tives to the ce- 
real. 

“T’ve heard the 
FDA was testing 
for chemical contaminants 
in food,” Lee-Ann Jaykus, a 
professor of food, biopro- 
cessing, and nutrition scien- 
ces at North Carolina State 
University, told The Post. 
“The concentration of a 
chemical contaminant is 
usually low and even if it’s 
there it’s like pulling a nee- 
dle in the haystack. I don’t 
think anyone was terribly 
surprised that they didn’t 
find anything.” 

A FDA spokesperson de- 
clined to comment on the 
probe. General Mills spokes- 
person Andrea Williams 
said, “We have fully cooper- 
ated with the FDA,” adding, 
“We have investigated con- 
cerns across our Lucky 
Charms manufacturing facil- 
ities and have not found any 
evidence of consumer illness 
tied to our products.”

METS NOTES 


James McCann is finally show- 
ing signs of the bat that made the 
Mets lock up the catcher on a 
four-year deal. Eduardo Escobar is 
riding a six-game hitting streak 
and playing his best baseball of 
the season. Tyler Naquin and 
Mark Canha — when he’s down in 
the order — have swung better 
and helped lengthen the lineup. 

During Wednesday’s double- 
header in Pittsburgh, the Mets re- 
ceived a total of 12 hits from the 
bottom three spots in their lineup. 
From the start of September 
through the end of the double- 
header, the Mets’ .971 OPS from 
their seventh, eighth and ninth hit- 
ters was second-best in baseball, 
behind only the Rays’ bottom 
three. 

“Tf, one through nine, anyone 
can hurt you, it makes it extremely 
tough to navigate a_ lineup,” 
McCann said after going 1-for-3 
with two walks Wednesday. “Espe- 
cially when 7, 8, 9 is getting on 
base like we were. A lot of RBI 
guys have multiple chances to 
drive guys in — that makes it ex- 
tremely tough.” 

Among the lower-down hitters, 
McCann’s emergence could prove 
the largest. With the White Sox, 
McCann was a 2019 All-Star and

Dramatic changes are 
coming to Major League 
Baseball. 

Long-discussed as possi- 
bilities, and likelihoods, in 
the near future, various new 
rules — most notably a ban 
on defensive shifts, a pitch 
clock and larger bases — are 
expected to be approved on 
Friday, a person familiar 
with the situation con- 
firmed to The Post. The 
changes will be set to take 
effect for the 2023 season. 

The Athletic first reported 
the expected approval. 

As part of the new collec- 
tive bargaining agreement 
between MLB and the MLB 
Players Association arrived 


at last offseason, a newly 
formed, ll-person competi- 
tion committee will vote on 
the rule proposals. 

MLB, however, has six 
seats on the committee to 
the MLBPA’s four, while an 
umpire representative 
makes up the final spot. 
With the majority, MLB 
would be able to push 
through and implement the 
changes, regardless of the 
union’s sentiment. 

It’s not immediately clear 
how the MLBPA representa- 
tives plan to vote. 

Under the proposed rules, 
a minimum of four players, 
not including the pitcher 
and catcher, will be required 
to have both feet entirely in 
the infield dirt, and two 


fielders will be required to 
have both feet entirely on ei- 
ther side of second base. 
Most importantly, it will 
eliminate the standard shift 
for many pull-hitting lefty 
hitters, which saw teams 
employ three fielders, one 
of which was deep in the 
outfield grass, on the first- 
base side of second base. 
Further, teams will have to 
designate two players to play 
on each side of second base 
throughout the game, pro- 
hibited from changing sides 
unless there is a substitution. 
If teams violate the shift 
ban, the umpire will grant 
the batter one ball, and the 
ball in play will be dead, un- 
less the batter reaches base. 
If the batter does not reach 


base, the batting team’s 
manager will have the op- 
tion of choosing to have the 
play stand or not. 

Once play is ready, pitchers 
will have 15 seconds to start 
their motion with the bases 
empty, and 20 seconds with 
runners on base. Similarly, 
catchers will have to be in 
the catcher’s box with at 
least nine seconds left on the 
pitch clock, while the batter 
must have both feet set in the 
batter’s box by eight seconds. 
Besides inning changes, 
there will be a 30-second 
clock in between hitters. 

Experimented with in the 
minor leagues, a pitch clock 
reduced nine-inning games 
by 26 minutes — from 3:04 
to 2:38 — in 2022 compared 


to 2021. The implementa- 
tion also improved what 
most would prefer in terms 
of action, increasing collec- 
tive batting averages while 
decreasing strikeouts and 
walks. 

A pitcher will be penal- 
ized one ball for violating 
the clock, while batters will 
be penalized one strike for 
breaking their respective re- 
quirements. 

Bases, which are currently 
15 inches square, will be in- 
creased to 18 inches. 

Teams will be allowed to 
challenge potential viola- 
tions of the shift ban, but 
will not be able to challenge 
or ask for review of poten- 
tial pitch-clock violations.

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HIS is going to be one for history at Ar- 
Te Ashe Stadium on Friday after- 
noon. 

When the men’s semifinal match be- 
tween Frances Tiafoe and Carlos Alcaraz is 
over, either Tiafoe will continue his drive to 
become the first American to win the U.S. 
Open since 2003 or the 19-year-old Alcaraz 
will continue his bid to become the young- 
est man to win this Grand Slam tourna- 
ment since 1990.

Tiafoe, the 24-year-old, 
seems legit. He has not ~ /

precipice since he forced Federer to five 
sets in the first round in 2017. 

Subsequently, he made two trips to the 
second round and two to the Round of 16, 
not necessarily failures, but not representa- 
tive of championship timber.

“T think all the American guys are push- 
ing each other,” Tiafoe said after taking out 
ninth-seed Rublev. “You see [Taylor] Fritz 
won Indian Wells this year. Reilly [Opelka] 
made finals of Toronto last year. Me and 
Fritz had a great run at Wimbledon. [He] 
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could have made semis there [but] a tough 
one with Rafa. Heartbreaker. 

“You know, I just so happen to be the guy 
doing the run right now. I’m sure come next 
year in the slams, they will be doing just ex- 
actly the same. Everyone is super capable. 
American tennis is in a great place. 

“We are all starting to really get into our 
primes. And we will see where that takes 
us.” 

Tiafoe will have home-court advantage 
over Alcaraz, a most popular player in his 
own right. Tiafoe also will have at least a 
full half-day of rest more than his teenage 
opponent, who did not get off the court un- 
til 2:50 a.m. on Thursday following his clas- 
sic five-set, 5-hour 15-minute quarterfinal 
victory over Jannik Sinner.

Frances Tiafoe’s run to the men’s 
semifinals at the U.S. Open is a huge 
deal, but his Cinderfella story is even 
bigger than just him. 

When Tiafoe takes the Arthur Ashe 
Stadium court Friday night to face Car- 
los Alcaraz, he’ll be the first African- 
American man to get this deep in the 
Open since Ashe himself 50 years ago. 
The impact of the moment may not 
take another half-century to be felt, as 
it provides a beacon for other young 
black men to follow. 

“It’s not really [pressure],” Tiafoe 
said. “Every time I win, I just want to 
inspire a bunch of people to just know 
that you can. I mean, anything is possi- 
ble. 

“For me do this and talk about how I 
feel about being in the U.S. Open from 
my come-up is crazy. At the end of the 
day I love that because of Frances Tia- 
foe there’s a lot of people of color play- 
ing tennis. That’s obviously a goal for 
me. That’s why I’m out here trying 
pretty hard.” 

It hasn’t been easy, or simple. But it 
has been compelling and captivating, a 
story that has drawn fans to Tiafoe. 
And it’s his game, style and megawatt 
smile that will likely draw followers 
down the line. 

The son of immigrants who fled the 
Sierra Leone civil war in the 1990s, Tia- 
foe lived in a room in the Maryland ten- 
nis center his janitor father helped 
build, sleeping on a table. Tiafoe isn’t 
an overnight sensation, it just seems 
that way. 

“I first met Francis when he was 6 
years old. I was a coach at the Junior 
Tennis Champion Center for four years 
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A tennis lodestar for 
young black males 
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so I met him and his parents and his 
twin brother Franklin,” USTA presi- 
dent of development Martin Blackman 
told The Post. “Even at that time, at the 
beginning, he had a love for tennis. ... 
His racket was almost as tall as he was. 
He was always watching tennis, a stu- 
dent. That passion was there.” 

The Williams sisters helped draw the 
likes of Coco Gauff to the sport. Tiafoe 
has had NBA star Bradley Beal coming 
to cheer him on in his quarterfinal win 
over Rafael Nadal, and LeBron James 
tweeting at him, so his cool points can 
appeal to black youth. 

“It’s a big deal,” Blackman said. “Be- 
cause kids have a lot of things to choose 
when it comes to sports. They’re going 
to gravitate to someone who they think 
is cool ... and Frances is cool. 

“So the opportunity with Frances is a 
big one, and we’ve got to capitalize.” 

From diet to mentality to putting a 
solid team behind him, Tiafoe has blos- 
somed from prospect to professional. 

“The last couple of years his commit- 
ment has gone to another level and his 
discipline,” Blackman said. “Through- 
out the summer there were some close 
matches that he lost. ... He learned 
from those and really put it into ac- 
tion.” 

And the Flushing Meadows crowd 
has responded to the ebullient Tiafoe, 
perhaps as much as to any American 
player here this year. 

“That’s love, man. I really appreciate 
that,” Tiafoe said. “That stuff gets me 
emotional, for sure. Seeing people 
screaming your name, just loving what 
you're doing. That’s awesome. That’s 
what it’s all about. Everyone loves a 
Cinderella story: Just trying to make 
one.” 


become the youngest No. 1 in ATP world 
rankings history (since 1973), at 19 years 
and 128 days. 

“It’s going to be really, really tough,” Al- 
caraz said in the wee hours. “Frances, ev- 
erybody know the level of Frances. He has 
beaten Rafa Nadal, Rublev in three sets. 
He’s playing unbelievable right now. High 
confidence. 

“He loves the crowd. He loves this court. 
I’m going to have to put my best. ... [have 
a day of rest to think about the semifinal.” 

Tiafoe’s story is both uniquely personal 
and collectively common through the 
American tapestry. He hails from parents 
who met in the United States after they 
emigrated from Sierra Leone in West Af- 
rica in the 1990s. The steps climbed by Ti- 
afoe throughout his journey to the semis 
and have not been gilded. 

“T mean, anybody can do it, honestly,” 
Tiafoe said. 


“If you are truly, truly passionate about 
something, I think anything can happen, 
and being just obsessed with it. Right now 
Tm just really obsessed with tennis, and I 
want to see how far I can go with this thing.” 

Tennis does not need an American male 
at the top to thrive on a global scale. The 
extended era of the Big Three should be 
evidence enough of that. But it sure 
doesn’t hurt the business of tennis in this 
country for an American or three to be 
consistent contenders at the majors. 

And it sure doesn’t hurt to have some- 
one as charismatic as Tiafoe — who prac- 
tices wearing a 76ers jersey and is conver- 
sant in the social media language of the 
day — as one of those contenders. 

On Friday, Tiafoe will continue his run 
at history. 

And so will Alcaraz.

Not 
that he’s taking shots, but if he 
thinks a player erred defensively, 
he points it out because he was 
such a good defender.” 

In an exclusive interview with 
The Post after the announce- 
ment, Frazier estimated he’ll 
probably go another three sea- 
sons — which would bring him 
to the age of 80. But he will cut 
back on road trips because of a 
bad back. 

Frazier was laying low this 
week, saving his gems for the 
speech. But the Knicks have 
three more years of “Clyde” — 
the best thing the organization 
has going for it.

2. The Dodgers sign 
Freddie Freeman for $162 
million, six years.

4. The Marlins sign 
Sandy Alcantara for $56 
million over five years, plus 
an option for 2027. 

Alcantara is a Cy Young 
favorite and his four com- 
plete games are more than 
most teams. Hat tip to ex- 
Marlins general manager 
Michael Hill, who acquired 
Alcantara, Zac Gallen, Dan- 
iel Castano and Magneuris 
Sierra for Marcell Ozuna. 


5. The Astros sign Justin 
Verlander for $25 million for 
2022, plus a player option.

Turner, who had 
preliminary talks with the Dodgers 
in the spring, is having the better 
offensive year and has no injury 
history, but Correa is a better de- 
fender and younger. 

Xander Bogaerts was said to be 
insulted by the Red Sox’s ridiculous 
offer to add a year at the same un- 
der-market $20 million, so don’t 
look for a hometown discount 
there. 

While the Braves are trying to 
keep Dansby Swanson ahead of 
his filing, it’s probably a long shot 
to get something done at this stage, 
even by his hometown team. 

The Cubs and Phillies are among 
the likely landing spots for the 
shortstops. The Yankees seem to 
have faith in Jersey Boy Anthony 
Volpe, but Bogaerts, veteran of the 
AL East, could make sense. 

Michael Conforto apparently 
had more interest from non-con- 
tenders and word is he will likely 
sign a multiyear deal this winter for 
at least 2023-24.

HIS was one of the last 
Ties Joe DiMaggio visited 

Yankee Stadium, one more 
Old-Timers’ Day in the old Sta- 
dium, to which he used to own 
the deed. It was a broiling hot 
day, and all around him, middle- 
aged ex-ballplayers stuffed into 
baseball uniforms were sweating 
and panting and dreaming of 
cold beers. 

DiMaggio, as always, looked as 
if he’d stepped directly out of 
the pages of GQ, his suit pris- 
tine, his necktie perfectly knot- 
ted, not a drop of perspiration 
anywhere. He was asked if these 
appearances at the Stadium — 
where he was always introduced 
last, always as “the greatest liv- 
ing ballplayer” — had begun to 
mean more to him as the years 
passed. 

DiMaggio smiled. 

“ve heard more cheers di- 
rected my way than one man de- 
serves to hear in one lifetime,” 
he said. “It’s lovely, but it’s be- 
side the point. It’s the people 
who seem to 
love to see me 


show up, 
come back 
here, say 
hello. This is 
for them, 
much more 
than it’s for 
me.” 


You suspect that’s precisely 
how Derek Jeter will feel Friday 
night, when at last the Yankees 
welcome him back home to The 
Bronx to offer proper ceremony 
for his induction into the Base- 
ball Hall of Fame.

ney. His induction was post- 
poned a year because of the pan- 
demic. The ceremony itself was 
more muted than usual, held six 
weeks later 
than usual. 
There was the 
one deep 
thinker who 
left Jeter off

Mariano Riv- 
era as unanimous choices. Plus, 
until recently, Jeter had another 
job, running the Marlins. 

Other things kept Jeter away, 
too. In 2018 he missed the 20th- 
anniversary celebration of the 
Yankees’ 125-win 1998 jugger- 
naut because he was committed 
to celebrating his daughter’s 
birthday. He did return a year 
earlier when his No. 2 was for- 
mally retired, but that was five 
years ago and it feels like longer 
than that somehow. 
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So Friday will be loud at the 
Stadium. 

Friday will be about saying 
thank you to a homegrown phe- 
nomenon who took the city by 
storm as a 21-year-old and never 
let its lapels out of his grip until 
he was 40, who amassed 3,465 
hits and hit .310 for his career 
and won five championship 
rings, and across every second 
of those 19 years, never ceased 
to be amazed that it had all hap- 
pened for him in Yankees pin- 
stripes. 

Friday will be about the base- 
ball life that helped define a gen- 
eration in New York in the same 
way DiMaggio’s did, in the same 
way Babe Ruth’s did, in the same 
way Mickey Mantle’s did. Yogi 
Berra — who heard his fair share 
of Yankee Stadium thunder 
through the years — once 
quipped of Jeter: “If he wasn’t a 
Yankee, I’d have to hate him, so 
I’m glad he was a Yankee.” 

Friday, 50,000 voices will echo 


Yogi's senti- 

ments. They will 

allow their voices 

to provide the mes- 

sage, and it will flow onto the 
field, it will spill over the top 
of the stadium and out onto 
the 4 train platform, out 
around the Bronx County 
Courthouse, out across the 
street to where the old Sta- 
dium once stood. 

That part of Friday will 
be for Jeter. 

But Friday will also be 
for a generation of kids 
who all grew up copy- 
ing Jeter’s batting ; 
stance and all the 
quirks that went & 
along with it, most — 
of those kids well into 
their 30s by now, and their 40s, 
many of them still requesting 2 
for their softball-league num- 
bers, for old time’s sake. Most of 
them telling tales about Jeter to 
their kids the way their own fa- 
thers spoke of Mantle, the way 
their grandfathers spoke of 
DiMaggio. 

Those fans know how lucky 
they were to see the entirety of 
Jeter’s career, and Jeter has al- 
ways taken great care to let Yan- 
kees fans know he heard them. 
On the day he was traded from 
the Mets to the Reds, Tom 
Seaver said of his fans: “I’ve 
given them a great many thrills, 
and they’ve been equally re- 
turned.” It’s the same equation 
with Jeter and Yankees fans. 

“Yankees fans,” Jeter said the 
night of his number retirement, 
“are the greatest fans in the his- 
tory of sports.” 

Nothing he hears Friday night 
will alter that. It will be a warm, 
welcome homecoming. For Jeter, 
sure. And for everyone else in 
the house, too.

The play that set up Correa’s blast came 
with one out in the top of the eighth inning. 
Jake Cave hit a ground ball to the left of first 
base, which Marwin Gonzalez fielded and 
tossed to Wandy Peralta covering first, where 
Cave was called safe.

Making his first start after a brief stint on 
the injured list for a left groin strain, Nestor 
Cortes picked up where he left off. The lefty 
retired the first 12 batters he faced before Gio 
Urshela lined a single to lead off the fifth in- 
ning. 

After Urshela took second on wild pitch, he 
scored on Sanchez’s double as the pair of 
former Yankees combined to pull the Twins 
within 2-1. It also knocked Cortes out of the 
game after 58 pitches. 

“Everything felt great,” Cortes said. “Today 
was just about commanding and giving my 
team the best shot to win.” 

Clarke Schmidt relieved Cortes and walked 
the first batter he faced before allowing a one- 
out single through the open left side to Nick 
Gordon that tied the game at two. Schmidt 
went on to provide three innings of relief to 
help a taxed Yankees bullpen. 

For the first time since his ill-fated tenure in 
The Bronx, Sonny Gray started against the 
Yankees and struck out seven over six solid 
innings.

Bum toe 
lands DJ

The Yankees hoped a few 
days of rest could help DJ 
LeMahieu manage his linger- 
ing right toe inflammation. 

Now he'll have at least 10, if 
not more. 

The team placed LeMahieu 
on the 10-day injured list 
Thursday, adding to their 
growing list of injury woes, 
though there’s no guarantee 
that this extended period of 
rest and treatment will solve 
the infielder’s nagging toe is- 
sue. 

Asked if any part of him 
thought he may not get LeM- 
ahieu back this season, man- 
ager Aaron Boone didn’t rule 
it out. 

“‘!’m concerned about it, 
obviously, because DJ’s been 
dealing with this now for a 
few weeks where it’s clearly 
compromised him,” Boone 
said before the Yankees lost 
the finale of their series with 
the Twins, 4-3. “So yeah, 
there’s that concern. But 
there’s also hope with that. 
There hopefully are things 
that, on top of this timeout, 
this rest, hopefully the things 
they get to are things that 
free it up to where he can get 
back to being really produc- 
tive for us.” 

LeMahieu previously sat 
out three straight games in 
August to try to address the 
toe issue. But after taking the 
rest, receiving treatment and 
getting orthotics, the 34- 
year-old returned to action 
hoping he would be able to 
manage it the rest of the sea- 
son. 

But the injury clearly con- 
tinued to affect LeMahieu at 
the plate. Over his last 20 
games, he was batting 10- 
for-78 (.128) with no extra- 
base hits and a .307 OPS, far 
from the player who has of- 
ten served as a key cog atop 
the Yankees’ lineup. 

Boone mentioned the pos- 
sibility of the infielder get- 
ting another injection, after 
LeMahieu received a corti- 
sone shot during the All-Star 
break that temporarily ad- 
dressed the problem. 

With LeMahieu not having 
played since Sunday, the Yan- 
kees backdated his IL stint to 
Monday, which would make 
him eligible to be activated 
on Sept. 15 at the earliest.

“It’s a completely different setting and we’re in 
anew studio,” Shepherd, 55, told The Post. “Am I 
borrowing anything [from “The Wendy Williams 
Show’ ]? Nope. I’m not a borrower; I’m coming on 
with something that’s unique — because if you 
try to borrow from someone else, it doesn’t 
work.” 

Shepherd answered a few questions about 
her new talk show and what viewers will see 
when “Sherri” hits the airwaves. 

Is this a big transition for you? 

Not only do I have the experience of co- 
hosting “The View” but I’ve been a game 
show host on two game shows [“The 
Newlywed Game,” “Best Ever Trivia 
Show”] by myself for an hour at a time, 
which is a lot of ad-libbing and improvising. I co- 
host an award-winning podcast with my bestie 
Kym Whitley called “Two Funny Mamas” and 
have been doing that for three years. I do standup, 
where I stand on stage for 45-to-90 minutes and 
talk by myself... so I think doing [“Sherri”] by 
myself makes it a little bit easier for me. 

Will there be any overarching themes or 
topics that you will cover? 

Absolutely. Iam a comic and I love all-things 
standup comedy because that’s what I’ve been 
doing for decades. I want to showcase comedi- 
ans; there are so many amazing comics out 
there who just need a chance. They may not 
be able to sit on the couch and be interviewed 
... but they can sit in a chair across from me on 
“Sherri’s Laugh Lounge” and talk about their 
life. It was the best feeling to be doing five 
minutes of standup on Jay Leno’s “Tonight 
Show” and then go and sit on that couch 
with Jay and him respect me as a standup co- 
median. And I got work from that. So ifI can 
do that for another comic? Wow. 

Will there be the standard-type of day- 
time talk show fare, like cooking segments? 
I think there are elements to a talk show that 
people love. I am going to implement them with 

the Sherri touch on the show. I love to eat and 
I’m into my health so you'll see [cooking] and 
exercise segments — but what will be different

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will be that it’s Sherri doing 
them. They rated very well on 
“The View.” Without giving 
away any specifics, people are 
going to see lightness and 
they’re going to know they can 
escape for a hour. We’re going to 
be intentionally joyful. That’s 
what I’m bringing. 
Do you pay much attention to 
ratings and what people say 
about you on social media? 
You’re in a win/win or no-win sit- 
uation. When you're in trouble it’s 
not so good and when people love 
you, it’s great. I don’t get into that; 
there are a lot of people who are con- 
cerned about ratings. That’s not my job. 
My job is to go out there and be Sherri 
and have a party and open the door and 
say, “Come on in and join me.” 
Being the age that I am... that’s why I 
don’t pay too much attention to social 
media. Nobody who makes a comment is 
paying my rent, paying my son’s school 
fees, nobody’s taking him to basketball 
practice. Not one person on Facebook, In- 
F stagram or TikTok... is going to make up my 
ff son’s bed. So when you get to this age those 
; [comments on social media] don’t matter as 
much. Life matters, living matters. If I had this 
[talk show] happen to be 18 years ago I’d be fix- 
ated. I learned that on “The View” — I was fix- 
ated on what people said about me, wrote about 
me... and I realized that no matter what you say, 
if you try to capitulate to everybody and take 
the weight of the world’s opinions on your 
shoulders, it will drive you batty. You know 
what I don’t like? Being driven batty. I like 
peace in my life.
